Workload, Staffing, Funding

Soon-to-be-retired Prince 
George’s County Fire Chief 
Benjamin Barksdale, along with 
members of his staff and leader- 
ship of the Greenbelt Volunteer 
Fire Department (GVFD), were 
present at a worksession of the 
Greenbelt City Council on August 
26 to give an update on both 
departments. Also present were 
members of the Labor Day Festi- 
val Committee, who shared issues 
encountered in this year’s effort. 

Barksdale began the meeting 
by remarking that “it has been a 
pleasure to work in this unique 
community, adding that “it is 
a great place to live.” Mayor 
Emmett Jordan praised him for 
an outstanding job and a distin- 
guished career. 


Barksdale will be succeeded 
by Chief Deputy Tiffany Green, 
who was also present. The first 
woman to lead the department, 
she will take charge on Novem- 
ber 1. A Prince George’s County 
native, Green began her career as 
a volunteer in 1999 and has risen 
through the ranks. Jordan extolled 
her, commenting how great it is 
to have an experienced person in 
this position. 

Barksdale said that 60 fire- 
fighters have been added to an 
authorized career staff totaling 
1,014. There are 45 county sta- 
tions with round-the-clock career 
staffing and eight are staffed by 


volunteers. New stations are soon

Cheerleaders, educators, ca- 
dets, drum lines and firefighters 
took over the streets of Greenbelt 
on Monday for the 65th annual 
Labor Day Parade. The Greenbelt 
Labor Day Festival was started in 
1955 as a way of raising funds 
to build a Youth Center. It has 
been held every year since by 
the Greenbelt Labor Day Festival 
Committee. 

With such a diverse lineup 
of participants, the parade had 
something every spectator could 
enjoy. A recurring theme of each 
year’s parade is political activism. 
Even though only the Greenbelt 
City Council is up for election 
this fall, candidates for federal, 
state and county political offices 
marched chanting their campaign 
slogans, challenging Greenbelt 


citizens to be more politically 
active. Mothers from the local 
Boy Scout Council explained that 
their favorite part of the parade is 
how it caters to both the adults 
and children. The adults get to be 
politically involved in the com- 
munity while the children indulge 
in carnival activities. 

Among the organizations that 
turned out to march for a cause, 
the Greenbelt Sensational Insp1- 
rational Talented Youth (S.I.T.Y.) 
Stars jumped rope through the 
parade to stress the importance 
of children being active. Head 
Coach Kim Bradshaw stated, 
“Our mission is to build disci- 
plined, team-oriented children 
that love being active.”

Maglev Runs 
On Helium 


I saw Ruth Haynes’ letter in 
the News Review and something 
surfaced from my subconscious 
where I put it sometime in May. 

Do we know what the engi- 
neering studies cover? 

Do they cover availability of 
helium? The superconductivity 
needed by maglev does not work 
without helium, according to a 
website specifically about maglev. 

In May it was pointed out in 
the news, including a spot on 
WTOP, that helium is in short 
supply. The Texas reserve is be- 
ing depleted. Helium is needed 
for NMR/MRI medical diagnos- 
tics and for rocket launches. That 
includes but is not limited to 
the space station, other SpaceX 
launches, Jeff Bezos’ new rocket 
initiative, moon shots, Mars shots 
and the Space Force. Party City 
stores are closing because they 
can’t get helium for balloons and 
still show a profit. 

What happens if the reserve 
is too depleted for maglev to ac- 
quire helium by the time — now 
projected to be some time in 
2030 if I remember correctly — 
the trains can run? 

I have used the maglev and 
MDOT website to raise this issue 
to the authorities, but I think it’s 
important for the general public 
to realize that Maryland could be 
left with a useless decaying hole

Proposed Bike Route 


For Hanover Parkway 
At the recent GreenACES 
meeting a presentation was made 
regarding a proposed bike facil- 
ity for Hanover Parkway. The 
presenter proposed a two-way 
bike lane on the east side of 
Hanover Parkway that would run 
from Hanover and Mandan to 
Schrom Hills Park. Two versions 
were presented. They vary only 
with respect to the portion of 
Hanover Parkway that runs from 
the south side of Greenbelt Road 
to Schrom Hills Park. Option A 
would narrow the roadway by 
one lane so as to accommodate a 
protected bike lane. Option B is 
more in the nature of a trail and 
envisions paving and expanding 
the current 6-foot-wide sidewalk

so as to accommodate bicycles 
and pedestrian traffic. 

I believe that option B is best. 
Pedestrian traffic along Hanover 
Parkway is very light and the 
bicycle traffic even lighter. I reg- 
ularly travel this path on the 
sidewalk by bike with no diffi- 
culty. On the other hand, Hanover 
Parkway gets heavy vehicular 
traffic, particularly in the area 
around Greenway Center. Fortu- 
nately, Hanover Parkway is well 
engineered and handles the traf- 
fic well. Taking away a lane of 
traffic for a protected bike lane 
will result in greater congestion 
particularly if the county council 
succeeds in rewriting the zon- 
ing map to allow for residential 
housing in Greenbelt East’s com- 
mercial centers. Option B has the 
added advantage of being in the 
nature of a recreational path. 

With respect to the protected 
bike lane on the north side of 
Greenbelt Road, I suggest that 
this terminate at the point of the 
Spellman Overpass so as to allow 
cars to pass that are not intent on 
dropping off students at ERHS.

This is the fourth municipal election in which any qualified voter of the 
City of Greenbelt may choose to vote by absentee ballot in municipal 
elections. There is no longer any need to present an excuse for why 
you wish to be absent from your polling place on Election Day. 


The purpose of the change is to give an additional option to voters and 
make it easier to vote in City elections. If you prefer to come to your 
polling place on Election Day, meet up with your neighbors, talk with 
the candidates, and use a voting machine, you may still do so, just as 
before. But if you prefer to vote early, or if you like the idea of voting by 
mail or using a paper ballot instead of a voting machine, you now have 
more choices. Just be sure to vote. No more excuses! 


First, request a ballot in one of two ways. Each individual requesting a 
ballot must submit a separate, signed application form or letter.

The Wild Party is a tour de 
force performance of acting, sing- 
ing, dancing and orchestral music, 
that brings the decadent 1920s 
to life with exuberance, pathos 
and heart. A steamy prohibition 
tale, based on Joseph Moncure 
March’s 1928 narrative poem 
of the same name, the musical 
debuted off-Broadway in 2000. 
The Greenbelt Arts Center (GAC) 
production is presented through a 
special arrangement with Music 
Theatre International. 

As the story begins, bored 
lovers Queenie and Burrs decide 
to throw a blowout party in their 
Manhattan apartment, with an- 
ticipated bathtub gin, drugs and 
sex. The apartment fills with their 
colorful friends, a coterie of ec- 
centrics living life on the edge, 
and multiple song and dance 
numbers advance the various 
subplots of the main storyline. As 
the evening progresses Queenie’s 
wandering eye falls on Black, a 
striking new guy who’s also at- 
tracted to her. It’s obvious that 
trouble 1s coming. Drunkenness 
and debauchery reach their apex 
when Burrs turns on Queenie and 
her new paramour with jealousy 
and violence. 

The actors playing the major 
characters get the most musi- 
cal numbers, which highlight 
the wonderful voices and danc- 
ing abilities of Lindsey Litka 
(Queenie), Luis “Matty” Montes

Director Jeffery Lesniak, mu- 
sic director Elizabeth Alford and 
choreographer Rikki Lacewell 
have inspired terrific performanc- 
es from the cast members, whose 
chemistry is obvious on stage, 
and from the musicians.

to be built in Shady Glen, Oxon 
Hill and Beechtree. 

The physical and mental well- 
ness of fire fighters was a ma- 
jor topic discussed, as rates of 
suicide have surpassed rates of 
death in the line of duty in recent 
years. Barksdale outlined a ro- 
bust program to address suicide, 
including employee assistance, 
chaplaincy and peer support. 

Barksdale responded to ques- 
tions from council concerning 
the allocation of GVFD staff and 
equipment to neighboring areas, 
stating the shared utility of all 
county stations. Response is pri- 
marily dictated by need, through 
the use of a satellite system that 
selects the closest station or ap- 
paratus for any particular emer- 
gency. Regarding GVFD, only 35 
percent of all calls pertain solely 
to Greenbelt, with the majority 
responding to outside communi- 
ties. 

County Deputy Fire Chief 
Brian Frankel spoke on the issue 
of declining revenues from Emer- 
gency Medical Service (EMS) 
billing, a trend that is nationwide. 
In the case of Greenbelt, in Fis- 
cal Year 2018, revenues were 
$42,000, whereas in FY 2019, 
they had dropped to $30,000. The 
county has commissioned their 
billing vendor to make a study 
of this situation. EMS calls ac- 
count for 80 percent of all calls 
per year. 

Prince George’s County ad- 
heres to a statute that does not 
allow aggressive billing of indi- 
viduals. The county’s mission 1s 
to always provide service regard- 


less of an individual’s ability to 
reimburse. The current collection 
rate has fallen to 43 percent, 
down from 46 percent two years 
ago. The county is responsible for 
money not collected. 

A recent program called Mo- 
bile Integrated Health Plan has 
helped address this issue by pro- 
viding home care to individuals 
who have made use of EMS five 
or six times during a year. In 
2018, the program reduced calls 
by 48 percent among people en- 
rolled in the program. 

Barksdale said that the county 
is the 16th busiest department 
in the country, with some units 
fielding 4,000 calls a year. 

Greenbelt Chief Thomas Ray 
and Assistant Chief Greg Gi- 
gliotti emphasized the struggle 
of finding volunteers who have 
the time to devote to this work. 
They reiterated Greenbelt’s role 
in supplying staff and equipment 
to neighboring stations, such as 
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College Park, Berwyn Heights, 
Branchvillle and Laurel. 

The meeting concluded with a 
report from Labor Day Festival 
organizers Linda Ivy and Davina 
Johnson. They related their recur- 
ring struggle in fulfilling fire and 
safety codes, particularly in the 
case of food vendors underneath 
tents, and wooden benches — a 
situation that seems to change 
every year and with every inspec- 
tor. The county promised to assist 
them by providing materials in- 
formation, such as the proper fire 
retardant tent, as well as being 
present on the August 30 inspec- 
tion. In all its 65 years, the Fes- 
tival has never experienced a fire. 

They also spoke of the chal- 
lenge of getting the needed per- 
mits. In earlier years this had 
been an easy procedure. 

Incoming County Chief Green 
closed the meeting by stating 
that she was “looking forward to 
working” with the city council.
